down on .Augusta and other I ’lle.s iu 
Georgia and the Carolinas yes.erday, 
resulting in 
the reiiorted d^ath of 
twenty-two j;ersons and a 
property 
loss of approximately over a million 
dollars, besides blocking trafiic and 
CEitting off ci.mmnnication 
by wire 
aii(t telephone. 
Rei)orts received from Augusta late 
last afternoon stated that, following 
the break of the big dam at the head 
of the Angiisui canal, itracticalV. ev­ 
ery street is i-overed with warer. and 
many of the stores have lieeii aban­ 
doned. 
The river at that time had 
reached a height of 28 feet, ami the 
water was 2 V2 to 4 feet dec{) in Broad 
street. 
At 2 o’clock 
last 
afternoon 
the 
Georgia railroad, which runs direct to 
Augusta, reported that wire lommu- 
nicalion had eeasevl. and tiiat their 
last information was that no train 
had l>een al)le to get nearer tiian a 
mile to the city. 
At 5 o’clock last afternoon Augusta 
was paralyzed by the flood and prac­ 
tically the entire citv was inundated. 
The water was 7 feet deep in the 
Southern Bell telephone office, every 
business house w’as closed, 
the 
telegraph 
offices 
shut 
down, 
the 
newspaper men had abandoned their 
offices, and the city w'as cut off from 
the world, the only possible commii- 
niration being by means of telephone. 
The big brickge across the Savan­ 
nah went down last afternoon. 
The 
dam at the locks, seven miles above 
the. city, collapsed, and the rush of 
water added to the flood that had 
already 
filled 
the city.
